the patriotic Bineoln forever estab- 
lished it in the list of holidays by pro- 
claiming a day of Thanksgiving, his 
notion being proinjitly followed by the 
individual proclamations of tlie govern- 
ors of the states, who named tlie same 
dny. Since then, by common consent, 
the first announcement of tlie dny is 
found in the president's proclamation, 
and the day so named is also named by 
the states. 

In ninny ways, says the American 
Agriculturist, Thanksgiving is one of 
our mostdelightfnl events. It eomesat 
a time when tlie rigors of winter are not 
yet at hnnd. \Ve have at our disposal 
all the varied products of tlie soil, and 
tlie time for a season of partial rest for 
the farmer is at hand. One of its most 
delightful features, which lias become 
quite general, is the gntlierigg together 
under the old rooftree of all the scat- 
tered sons and daughters on this day. 
Two, three and sometimes four genera- 
tions thus meet .around the festive and 
hospitable table of the old homestead, 
and thus fraternal ties are strengthened 
and filial piety encouraged. 

Another and not less commendable 
feature of this holiday is a practical 
benevolence which has become very no- 
table. Poor people, to whom a good din- 
ner is a rarity, are hunted out, and in an 
unostentatious way are helped to prop- 
erly observe the day, so far as its festive 
features are concerned. The sick and 
suffering are remembered in various 
ways. The homeless are, for the day. 
made members of some hospitable 
household, where they can join in it« 
pleasures. Altogether, this is perhaps 
its best feature.' There is no pleasure 
so lasting, none which affords such real 
joy. as that which comes to us from the 
knowledge that we have done a real 
kindness to some of the suffering chil- 
dren of earth — in some way alleviated 
their sorrows or eased their pains. 

Bast, but not least, the devotional 
spirit which is the imjiell ing motive of 
the day, is encouraged and developed, 
we learn to be more contented withour 
lot. thankful for what we have and 
hopeful for the future.

Summarily Punished for Ex- 
ercising Free Speech. 



CARLISLE REMOVED FLEMING* 



Oae af the Silver UenarraU Iharbargrt 
From the Treasury Department 
Pretests Against the Aelisa 
•f Ihe Secretary. 



Judge W. B. Filming, the Kentucky 
Democrat, who, having been granted 
leave of absence from bis position in the 
Treasury Department, made speeches 
during the campaign for Bryan aud Sew- 
all, and was summarily removed the day 
after tiie election, has written the fol- 
lowing letter to Secretary Carlisle: 

"Washington, D. C , Nov. 7. 
“Hon. John G. Cam.islb, Secretary of 
the Treasury, City: 

“Sir: Our government guarantees to all 
its citizens tiie privilege of free speech, 
so that every American lias the natural 
right to express in a proper way his po- 
litical opinions. In accepting office the 
citizen forfeits neither his civil nor hi* 
religious liberty- The civil service law 
was intended not to destroy these rights, 
hut to protect them, so that tiie minor 
official should at least be as secure in de- 
fending the creed and nominees of liis 
party as would be a Cabinet officer in 
exercising the same inalienable rights- 

“No objection on your part to my ac- 
tivity in tiie campaign which lias just 
closed was ever made known to me 
pending the campaign. On tiie con- 
trary, I was informed that yon held to 
tiie view that you could not consistently 
remove any man from office for exercis- 
ing the same rights which you yourself 
were exercising. My removal from of- 
fice, the first intimation of which was 
obtained from tiie newspapers w hile on 
tiie train on my return to W; hington 
from my home, was therefore a complete 
surprise to roe. No one knows belter 
than yourself tiie long friendship I had 
manifested for yon, tiie interest I had 
taken, and tiie sacrifices of time and 
money made by me in promoting your 
ambitions. In view of all the facts, it 
seems to me tiiat I was at least entitled 
to some warning and notice iiefore be- 
ing kicked ont of office, without even 
the opportunity of declining to resign. 

“lied 1 known or suspected tiiat I 
could not hold office under this admin- 
istration and at tiie same time exercised 
tiie rights of an American freeman, I 
would have promptly tendered my res- 
ignation at the opening of this cam- 
paign. 

“Inasmuch as oilier appointees of tiie 
present administration, including many 
in your own department, have been per- 
mitted to take an active part against Mr. 
Bryan io the campaign, not only on tiie 
stump, hut in the work of organization, 
without rebuke or removal, it is evident 
tiiat tiie cause of my offending lies not 
iu my actions, but in my convictions. It 
follows, therefore, that you have use! 
your great office to suppress freedom of 
thought and action, and to punish those 
who dare to differ from you— a thing in- 
supportable in free government — by ter- 
rorizing over tiie weak and humble. For 
such abuse of public office, which is a 
public trust, you cannot hut lie field ac- 
countable at the bar of public opinion ns 
well as bv the verdict of history. 

“In conclusion I can only sav tiiat, 
humble a.- i ain, I would rather be a dis- 
charged employe of the Treasury De- 
partment — discharged for doing my duty 
as I see it for my people— than to lie 
Secretary of the Treasury with a record 
of self-stultification, such as you have 
made for vourseif, staring me in the face. 

“Tjiis much of a protest I deem it 
proper to make against your treacherous 
and tyrannous action.

Among the employe* dismissed from 
the service without warning or notice, 
from the Treasury Department on the 
4rb of November was William E Ryan ot 
tiie miscellaneous division, Secretary’* 
office. Mr. Byan was sppointed to a 
*900 clerkship, through civil services, in 
tbe Register’s office. Treasury Depart- 
ment, some twelve years ago and through 
his ability and efficiency was promoted 
to a third class clerkship prior to the 
advent of this administration. At tiie 
lieginning of this administration Mr. 
Byan was an applicant for the position of 
Assistant Register of tiie Treas- 
ury Department, and it is said to have 
worked day and night for three weeks to 
effect tiie appointment of the present 
Register of the Treasury lH?partment, 
J. Font Tillman. Owing to Mr. Ryan’s 
ability, Sectretary Carlisle detailed him 
to assist in the settlement of the $12,000, 
000 of “sugar bounty claims” under the 
McKinley tariff bill, and so well did Mr.

The political excitement being abated, 
I will ventnre to again call attention to 
Uncle Sam’s “ear of corn,” as a w riter 
once called onr peninsula, on account of 
its shape. 

l^t me say our weather is deiigh tful 
just now. We are having new bea is and 
other garden “sass'”nnd folks are setting 
out strawberries and cabbages, 

Tiie best of sport for old and ycung is 
onr syi up and sugar boiling. Tht lioys 
and girls assemble en masse at sunset or 
a little after, drink juice, chew cane, eat 
I sugar and syrnp and keep up an uproar 
such as only young people can, till 9 or 
10 o’clock. 

Cane differs much from sorghum it is 
planted in tiie late fall — aow — 
till January, and begins to come np in 
early spring. 

It has no seed. On each joint is an 
“eye” which sends out one or more 
shoots. It grows slowly till tiie rainy 
season in June liegins. The wort in a 
cane patcii is not pleasant, as the blades 
are rough. 

Aa it ripens these blades fall off. It 
beginsto ripen at tiie ground; tin tops 
never all gtt ripe. If left alone no one 
knows liow long it would grow. But tiie 
coni weather checks its growth and it 
sweetens. The tope are saved for seed. 
The fodder is not saved, for nnthiug 
will eat it unless starved into it. 

Our folks use kettles or caldrons for 
boiling. Three to four hours is repined 
to make a “round” of syrup, a little 
longer for sugar. 

If von want to get sweet and keep 
sweep, come to a sugar boiling. Ir. » all 
free. And you may chew the cane at 
your ease. 

Oranges are ripening. We will have 
quite a lot this year. It gives a natural 
look to old Florida to see a grove all 
hung with golden globes, shining tempt- 
ingly against the dark, evergreen leaves. 
But, sorry to say, orange tree* have 
thorns, so "every orange has it thorn,” 
and often many more.

. official table. McLean county aim pi} 
certifies that McKinley recciTed 931 
Totes and Bryan 1,838 

The other counties named the firs' 
electors and will he counted at leas’ 
for Smith and Kaaa. But it is though’ 
that as McLean has certified the vote 
of no elector by name that the board 
can not count it for any one. The re- 
sult will be that Smith, the leading 
democratic elector, will lose a 59G ma- 
jority and that kass' majority over 
Smith in the state will be increased 
thereby from 2*4, the latest revised 
figures, to 840 

This result will not affect the elec- 
tion of Smith as one of the electors, as 
he will still be ahead of Mason, the 
third elector on the republican tick- 
et. The only resclt ot the 

count which could defeat Mr. 

Smith now would be the throwing 
out of Owen county. This can not be 
done by the state canvassing board, 
for Owen is properly and regularly 
certified. It can. however, be done by 
the state contest board, which is a dif- 
ferent body and before which it is un- 
derstool CoL Breck in rideg's fight has 
been begun. 

Louisville. Ky., Nov. 17. — The offi- 
cial vote of Kentucky in the late elec- 
tion has been compiled, and unless the 
canvassing board rejects the vote of 
some of the counties on technicalities, 
the result will stand as follows:

John Keeber, the foreman, decided 
there was no danger of violenee.aud the 
Negroes were sitting around an old 
smoke house when a mob of 50 men 
swooped down upon them and began 
firing. Some of the Negroes ran into 
the woods and others sought refuge in 
the house with the foreman. The mob 
started to burn the house, but the 
foreman sued for peace and the Ne- 
groes were given 25 minutes in which 
to leave.
